rod.” 
W e, the " o ld fogies,” are looking 
w ith anxious eyes to see w hat this new 
man oi science w ill develop, for I m ust say 
we have never seen a man or a woman that 
could tell by w alking over the surface of 
the ground w ith a “ hocus pocus ” in hand, 
where rich deposits of gold are to 'ye found. 
In this day of new ideas, w hat science w ill 
bring forth, and should this prove a suc­ 
cess, I shall be more than happy to inform 
you and your readers, for if this man can 
tell where to sick and find gold the world 
should know it. 
The M ooulight, owned by J. II. Brad­ 
ley and T. F. Soott has bad sunk a shaft 
forty feet deep, and a four-foot lode of 
eood ere has been struck show ing free gold 
and heavily sulphurtted.

Across the m iddle fork of the Cosumnes 
river is thejAmericau mine, owned by J. H. 
Bradley & Co., which looks w ell. 
They 
have sunk a shaft fifty feet on this lode, 
and tbe ore yielded §12 per ton. 
Adjoining are the Ohio aud Caic mines, 
owned and worked by Parker Bros. 
Tnoy 
are what we call “ ten d erfeet” iu Col­ 
orado, but if their feet are tender their 
heads are not soft.

Mr. Stillwagon worked the m ine fur 1 200 
feet in length, and only sixty feet deep, 
the ore paying from §12 to $00 per ton, 
free gold, lettin g sulphurets run to waste 
in tho river. 
H e sold to a San Francisco 
company. 
W e have in this vicin ity a belt of gold- 
bearing quartz of ten m iles in length and 
from one ta three m iles w ide ; plenty of 
tim oer and water, a healthy clim ate.

for the man w ith coin there in the mine 
partially developed, aud for the speculator 
m ines opened and paying.

Gothard was bored at the rate of 5,474 
feet, w hile tbo Arlberg was pierced at the 
rate of 7,080 feet a year. 
Then the recent 
work was done at a much cheaper rate. 
The M ont Cenis tunnel cost §2,000 per 
running m eter— 39^ inches—w h ile theA rl- 
berg tunnel cost only §750 per meter. Tho 
traffic through this tunnel is expected to be 
immense. 
The double t-ack railway w ill 
be kept constantly em ployed. 
W hat mar­ 
vels modern eDgiueering science is accom ­ 
plishing. 
Trie crossing cf the A lps by 
H annibal and Napoleon w ith their armies 
were alm ost regarded as miracles ; but how 
mneh more m om entous is this piercing of 
m ountain chains, so as to establish sw ift 
and easy com munication betw een hitherto 
h ostile nations. 
The poet Cowper in his 
day lam ented that int rposing m ountains 
“ made enem ies of nations,” which had else 
" lik e kindred drops been m ingled into 
one.” 
But the mountain barriers are no 
longer an obstacle keeping nations apart. 
Tho engineer, as well as tho telegraph and 
the railway, is helpiag to make all the 
world of one fam ily.— [Dem orest M onthly. 


•B uilt U r W o o d — A very strong and 
durable material is constructed in tae fol­ 
lowing manner : 
Several thin sheets of 
veneers, au eighth of 
a n inch thick are 
glued upon another, w ith the grain of each 
sheet crossing the grain of the sheet next 
above or below it at right aDglcs ; and, 
when the whole com plex fabric has lust all 
power of resistance through being almost 
saturated w ith steam ing glue, it is pressed 
into an alm ost homogeneous board w ithout 
any cleavage whatever, and so w ithout 
possibility of splitting. 
Every 
sort of 
wood, of course, can be built up. 
Tne in­ 
side layers can be cheap and the ontsido 
choice. 
N o m atter w hether or not the dif­ 
ferent sheets naturally sw ell and shrink 
evenly together. 
T hey are too thin to 
exert much force. 
Their separate identi­ 
ties are lost in the common and overm aster­ 
ing union. 
T h e advantages of economy, 
strength in every direction, and im m unity 
from cracking are enough to give the fabric 
the readiest possible acceptance for w hat­ 
ever U3e s it m ay he adapted. 
It is already 
in use for broad, flat surfaces in cabinet 
work, especially where strength or perman­ 
ence is wanted. 
It already com petes with 
canvas for the nse of artists, and with 
biuders’ board for book covers. 
Its avail­ 
ability for any purpose appears to be a 
matter of expense and sk ill— never of 
quality. 
That it w ill be adapted to many 
uses not now thought of is as sure as the 
inventive fertility of our mechanics.

The news conveying the sad in 
telligence came in a telegram from Florence, 
Italy, reading as follows : 


F l o r e n c e , March 12,1884. 
C harles Crocker, San Francisco : O ur boy, Lelanil, 
after th ree w eek’s illness, passed to th e b e tte r world 
to-day. 
LELAND STANFORD. 
By this death Governor and Mrs. Stanford 
are lett childless. 
In this city, where the de­ 
voted attachm ent of the parents to the child 
on whom their hopes were all centered, was 
so well known, there goes out to the bereaved 
father and mother tbe profoundest sympathy. 
The death of the lad resulted from typhoid 
fever. 
Master Stanford’s birth was in the 
middle period, measured to this date, of the 
married life of Governor and Mrs. Stanford, 
and occurred on the 14th day of May, 186S, 
and id this city, where the boy lived until 
1873, when his parents removed to SanFran- 
ci-co, 
He was nearly 16 years of age, and 
was a youth who gave promise of manhood 
of broad usefulness. 
He wcs a thoughtful 
and thoroughly intelligentchild.and his travels 
with his parents in Europe, and the advan­ 
tages of excellent tutorship, had developed 
capacities that gave his friends every proof 
that hismanhoodwouldhave donehonor to the 
name and high intellectual and business abil­ 
ities of his distinguished father.

in Sacramento of the news of Governor 
Stanford’s bereavement, and which, to Bueh a

The Fenians are said to hold meetings in 
Fargo, D. T., with a design to increase agi­ 
tation in Manitoba. 
Henry A. Tilden, youngest brother of 
Samuel J. Tilden, died at New Lebanon, 
N. Y., Wednesday night, aged 63. 
There is a general feeling of satisfac­ 
tion in W ashington over the reply of Fre- 
linghuysen to the communication of Bis­ 
marck. 
The shareholders of the Suez Canal 
Company have ratiiied the convention be­ 
tween He Lrsseps and the English ship­ 
owners. 
Major McLaughlin and Sitting Bull ar­ 
rived at Minneapolis Wednesday. 
Sitting 
Bull is being Bhovyn how white people live 
in big cities. 
Prince Leopold of Bavaria is iadirnant 
at the refusal of a reception by the Pope, 
and has informed the King of Bavaria of 
the facts of the case. 
It is claimed that the cattle disease now 
prevailing in Kansas was carried there ia 
clothing by two Scotchmen directly from 
the infected district in Scotland. 
A majoritj- of the Senate Committee on 
Public Lands has voted to recommend the 
forfeiture of the unearned portion of the 
land grant to the Oregon Central road. 
Mr. Randall will be ready to push the 
appropriation bills through as soon as the 
tariff is disposed of, aud there is talk of an 
adjournment not later than the loth cf 
June. 
The natives recently attacked the Eu­ 
ropean factories on the lower Cocgo, plun­ 
dered the caravans and killed several Eu­ 
ropeans.
